America, led by Kenny Roberts’ 
four victories and one by Steve 
Baker, defeated Great Britain 
by a 31 point margin (410-379) 
in the seventh annual Easter Weekend 
running of the Transatlantic Trophy 
Match Races. 

Kenny Roberts started the ball 
rolling at Brands Hatch, the first 
segment of the three venue, six event 
series, with double victories to 
deadlock the score at 134-134. Roberts 
then continued the pressure as the 
racing-moved to Mallory Park where 
he scored another pair of wins 
followed by superb placing by the rest 
of the team to turn the advantage 
heavily in favor of America 289-240. 
Great Britain staged a comeback in 
the opening leg of the final venue at 
Oulton Park with Barry Sheene (Suz) 
nipping Steve Baker for the win after 
early leader Roberts had seized. Baker 
gained revenge in the final leg with a 
win to cement America's second 
series victory. Roberts crashed unhurt 
in the second Oulton leg. 

The victorious American team was 
comprised of Kenny Roberts (Yam), 
Steve Baker (Yam), David Aldana 
(Yam), Gary Scott (Yam), David 
Emde (Yam), Skip Aksland (Yam), 
Pat Hennen (Suz), Ron Pierce (Yam) 
and reserve Kevin Stafford (Yam).

someone in the back seat passed out. 

Needless to say, when one vehicle in 
our group was told it would cost more 
than $70, we regrouped and took off 
in search of the race promoter, Our 
first question was why wasn't this 
information released with other pre- 
race info. That's when we heard the 
first of several *misunderstandings.' Ron 
Hendrickson of NMA has the greatest 
ability to answer questions and not say 
anything. And we were told, “if you 
want to play, you have to pay." 

We're not neophytes when it comes 
to motorcycles, cost for upkeep and 
going to races. But we don't like to be 
ripped off, not do we like people 
making light of the fact that we were 
unhappy with the way that segment of 
the weekend was conducted. 

Friday when we walked across the 
track and I saw electricians installing 
wiring on the starting gate, I knew we 
were in for a long weekend. I looked at 
one of my friends in disbelief and he 
shrugged his shoulders as if to say, 
"don't ask me, ask the promoter." 
Then when they said they needed 
another flagman just before practice, I 
knew for sure we were in trouble. 
That's real planning. 

The riders meeting was something 
else to write home about, if they need 
a good laugh back home. They patted 
everyone not riding a bike on the back 
and never did say when the race would 
start or how many motos or how many 
laps. That came late when many were 
going over bikes, or in town buying 
groceries. People were wandering 
around all Friday afternoon asking 
one another when the races started. 
Little did we realize that no one knew. 

That last practice Friday night 
when they kept the riders at the 
staging area for more than two hours 
until they figured out the lights was 
"unreal." I saw my son leaning against 
the snow fence and I started throught 
the VIP gate to talk to him and was 
asked: "Where do you think you're 
going?" Guess I'll never pass for a VIP. 
But, when I told him I wanted to see if 
my son was still awake, he let me 
through. 

I really got ticked off when they kept 
saying, "thanks for bearing with us." I 
could buy that if the power had gone 
out all over the area and there was 
nothing they could do about it. But 
everything that happened could have 
been controlled. If Hendrickson had 
been working at the track for two 
months for 24 hours a day, why didn't 
he have them try out the lights a day or 
two before the race? Anyone who was 
there knows the answer to that. And 
how about when they asked if 
someone had something they could use 
to light up the announcer's stand. 

I could write a book about the 
mishandling that went on, but I know 
you're limited for space. 

However, I fear what the outcome 
might be the next time if some very 
serious accident were to happen to one 
of those young kids racing in the 
middle of the night on a track not 
properly lighted. It might lead to the 
demise of what could be a fun time if it 
were handled by responsible people. 
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It might be a good idea for those 
closely associated with this event to 
form a board of directors to take a lot 
of the decisions out of the hands of the 
promoters, who are obviously not 
capable of handling it properly. I've 
had the opportunity to serve on a state 
board that stages a number of 
functions throughout the year, and I 
know how important it is to have a well 
planned event if you expect it to 
perpetuate - itself something this 
fiasco obviously lacked.

but he wants to make motocross

t seems that Jim Pomeroy’s 

career has come full circle. 

After four grueling years on 
the arduous European World Cham- 
pionship Grand Prix circuit he has re- 
turned home to America. "Bimbo" has 
traveled down that motocrosser's yellow 
brick road to the golden city of Oz, gotten 
involved in a lot of adventures, and returned. He 
fared the adventure better than anyone else so far, 
setting fastest lap times at almost every course on 
the 250cc GP circuit. Pomeroy won two World 
Championship races, but in a four year period 
those were hardly as many as he wanted to win. 

Now Pomeroy ts back racing in the United States. 
And he isn't racing for Bultaco, but for Honda. 
The perennial love/hate relationship which had 
lasted between Pomeroy and the Spanish marque 
for so long has finally come to an end. There are 
many applicable questions: What happened 
between Pomeroy and Bultaco? Why did he choose 
Honda? Why is he racing in America when he had 
other offers for Europe? 

The only person who could provide the answers 
was Jim Pomeroy. We talked together for Cycle 
News during the weekend of the Dallas 
Supermudocross. He and his new RC type II B 


Hondas were quickly becoming close friends, and if 
it wasn’t for some kid named Hannah, the 
European GP winner might have been playing a 
starring role in the Supercross Series — the points 
lead in the Supercross Series already had shrunk. 

Before we began talking about the present and 
future of Jim. Pomeroy, it seemed pertinent to ask 
about the past. The first question — what did he 
learn from racing in Europe? 

"I don't regret going over there at all," said 
Pomeroy. "In the time I was there I learned a lot 
through those people, because at the time 
Americans didn't have the knowledge or experience 
that the Europeans had. I felt I got a lot more 
experience, quicker, being over there. 

“I didn’t like Europe as far as the day to day 
routine, every day living things. They don’t have 
the facilities or luxuries we have in America. As far 
as the professional motocross thing, I made the 
right choice. It’s hard — I like America so much 
better. Now you've got Americans going as fast as 
me or anyone else . .. they're just not as consistent, 
maybe. Now an American can start racing and get 
fast, quick. Four or five years ago he couldn't 
because that's when we were being lapped two or 
three times. I needed to be over with the Europeans 
at that time to be able to develop my skills quicker. 
If I had stayed over here I don’t think I would have 
developed as quickly.”

better, too. 


I asked Jim to fill us in a little on his past racing 
history. Would 1977 be his first full year on the 
AMA National circuit? 

“In 1972 I followed the whole circuit, but that 
was before they even had Nationals. The only thing 
they had were the Inter-Am Series, the Trans-Am 
Series, and a U.S. Cup Series. I raced all of those 
and was considered fourth-ranked in the country. 
The next year out, 1973, the AMA held its first 
Nationals, but I never raced one of them. All the 
time I rode Bultacos. 


"My first Grand Prix win was in 1973 in Spain. 
Then I won again in Belgium in 1975. I missed a 
year without winning overall, though I won motos. 
I won motos every year. Now they don't even count 
overall wins any more for the World 
Championship. It's each moto by moto, each one 
individual points." 

During the four years which Pomeroy raced in 
Europe as Bultaco's top factory rider in the 250cc 
Grands Prix, he faced omne frustration after 
another. He should have won more races than he 
did, and perhaps even the World Championship. 
But at almost every race his bike broke in one moto 
or both, or suffered some sort of mechanical 
problem which would force Pomeroy to slow down. 
Bultaco gave Pomeroy two mechanics — Rubio 
Flores and Arne Beaman — to try and keep the 
bikes running, but even they couldn't be God to a 
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bike that required miracles to finish a race. The 
1976 Trans-AMA Series proved to be the final straw 
in the Pomeroy-Bultaco relationship when his 
370cc pre-production bike blew its gearbox at every 
race. 

“The problems were always a majority of a lot of 
different things,” said Pomeroy. “It was hard to 
pinpoint any one thing. Between me and the chiefs — 
the head people at the factory — there were never 
any difficulties. Everything always came through. 
When I wanted to try something they were always 
100 percent behind me. But from them to the final 
product, the process of pulling all the strings — the 
R&D department, engineering department, and 
actual production stuff — things never came out 
right. It was never a communications thing between 
me and the factory. It was a problem between the 
factory head people and the workers, I think. Like 
I'm sure you heard about the strikes and all they 
had in Spain last year, all the political problems. 
Like anybody, Bultaco tried to do the best it could. 
It was just that the best they could do at the time 
wasn't good enough. 


“I waited. I waited every year. They promised me 
things and never came through. After so many 
years you just have to try something new. Otherwise 
it’s going to hurt your morale. It's going to hurt you 
physically and mentally. I needed a change, but if 
Bultaco had done the things they needed to do I 
would have stayed with them.” 

Was it more profitable to race in Europe than in 
America? 

“Financially, it was hard the first two years I was 
there. Actually, the first year was the hardest and 
the next year a little easier. The third year was 
really good, and the fourth year even better. I made 
good money. 

"It's just like you take it over here. First year out 
— rookie — a rider usually doesn't have too good a 
chance, and has to spend a lot of his own money. If 
he's good he'll break even. My first year over here I 
was behind. In the hole. But it's like any rookie. 
Take John Savitski for example . . . it took two or 
three years before he started making it big. Now 
he's doing OK. Well, it's the same thing over in 
Europe. You just can't go over there and start 
making money. It takes two or three years. Like in 
any other professional sport, people have to learn 
who you are, know how good you are before they'll 
accept you. 

"Everybody says it's hard over in Europe, but it's 
just as hard over here. You've gotta know people, 
you gotta have support before you can go out on the 
circuit here and expect to be able to afford it. It's as 
expensive here as it is in Europe. The food and 
gasoline cost more in Europe, but then you don't 
have half the distance to travel and the time 
involved is less. It equals out the same. 

"People say the purses are higher in America, 
$1,100 to $1,500 for first place, but I can pull well 
over that in Europe at International races, but it 
took me three years to get it. I feel | can do well in 
both Europe and America now." 


During his last two years with Bultaco, Pomeroy 
received job offers from almost every 
manufacturer. Many of them, like Suzuki, were 
desperate for a 250cc class rider and had a proven 
bike that could win. They wanted Pomeroy to sign 
with them to race in Europe. Why did Pomeroy 
sign with Honda to ride a 250cc bike which never 
had won a major race, and under a contract which 
required him to race has first year with them in 
America? 

"I looked at all the offers. Honda realized, and so 
did the others, that I had offers from every 
company. I looked, and I waited. I finally took the 
last two months of the year during Trans-AMA to 
look at the bikes and talk to a lot of people. It 
wasn't like I was just changing all of a sudden. I had 
been talking to Honda since July of 1976. I was 
looking at the programs all the companies had and 
how they were treating their riders. I felt I had a 
better future with Honda than any other company. 
I may have changed brands one time now, but I 
don't plan on changing ever again. 

“That's how I approached all the companies. If 
you're going to develop a motorcycle for the people 
you're with, those people have to have confidence in 
what you're telling them to change and develop into 
the machine. And vice-a-versa, I have to have trust 
and faith in them and their engineering in what 
they're going to make for me. We're not fighting or 
clashing that way. There're other things to think of 
as well, like support. I've learned what is needed, 
after having been with Bultaco, through a lot of 


mistakes. I've learned from those mistakes, and 
things will be better in the future. 

“I wanted to go to Europe my first year with 
Honda, but it eventually became my decision as 
well.as theirs to spend- my first year over here. I 
couldn't see going over to Europe on a new bike and 
not having full factory support because Honda 
doesn't know what 1 want, and they don't know 
what's happening. Honda's never really been over 
there yet. I feel maybe it's good for me to stay in the 
states one year, build up my reputation on Honda, 
and then if I do well Honda will really give me a lot 
more support then they already are, next year. This 
is what I want, rather than maybe going over to 
Europe and failing the first year. 

“T feel that Brad (Lackey) has it real tough. He's 
on a new bike (Honda) and the World 
Championship is a lot tougher. This year I feel the 
500cc class is going to be the hardest class. The 
years before, 1 felt it was more competitive in the 
250cc World Championships. I'm not saying the 
250s are the fastest, because the fastest man in the 
world is Roger (DeCoster) in the 500cc class. But as 
far as competitiveness, right down to the last lap in 
the 250cc class you had anywhere from 10 to 15 
guys and you never knew who was going to finish 
first. Where in the 500cc it was always down to two 
or three. The 250cc was always more competitive. 
Now this year, I don't think so. You've got Haken 
Andersson, Heikki Mikkola, Bengt Aberg. There's 
going to be a lot of competition." 

Why is it that when America gets to see the 
European riders, like during the Trans-AMA 
Series, only Roger DeCoster is really impressive and 
capable of beating our riders? 

“The last two years the Trans-AMA hardly had 
any foreign riders compared to three and four years 
ago. The Americans think, that for the Europeans 
to make any money, they have to race over here. 
That's stupid. The promoters, the AMA, or anyone 
else who thinks like that is wrong. I have offers 
myself to go to Australia, South America, and 
South Africa. They're at the same time as the 
Trans-AMA, after the racing has finished in 
Europe. I would have gone to one of those places 
this year if I hadn’t signed a contract with Honda. I 
can make more money at those places by just 
wheelieing around and winning. That's where 
you're seeing all the Europeans going right now — 
Australia, South America and Africa. Because they 
don't have to work as hard for the money. They're 
paid start money and they're a lot more appreciated 
than they are over here. 

“They look over here and see how easy everything 
is. Now people easily get factory sponsorships, when 
over in Europe you have to ride for years before you 
get any factory support. If the money gets better 
over here, than it will be more profitable for myself 
and other Europeans. Right now the only good 
purses are in the Supercross races, and then it's only 
good money in the first few places. After that it 
drops down to nothing. As far as the Nationals go, 
I'd make a lot more money in Europe. But it’s not 
just for the money that Brad and I like to race in 
Europe. It’s for the World Championship as well. 
Maybe we could make more money in the United 
States, I don’t know. But I love racing for the sport 
of it and it seems to mean more over there. I have 
all the money I need. 

“I want to be involved in some part of the sport 
where I can help it grow. Right now you have some 
promoters like Goodwin that are making the sport a 
little bit bad, but you have enough good people 
who are helping to balance it out. Maybe there's 
one Goodwin, but there’s one of me. We don’t want 
these people to ruin a good thing. 


"Like these stadium events. They're good, I'm all 
for them, but I'm for safety as well. At Atlanta and 
Daytona they designed these crazy jumps and stuff, 
and then they waited until people got hurt on them 
before they changed them. I don't think that was 
right. They don't ever ask the riders for their 
opinions on how to set up the track. They always 
have their own track designers, their own little 
deals. Even at Houston people had to get hurt 
before they changed the track. 

"The AMA isn't making much money, because 
it's an organization for the riders. The riders aren't 
making much money. It's all going to the 
promoters. The money needs to be more spread 
out. The AMA needs to get more involved with the 
riders to promote safety and fair purses. Motocross 
is a good sport and fun for the public to watch, but 
I don't want it to become a dangerous thing in the 
process. It’s only as dangerous as the promoters 
make it and we let it become.

"I think the AMA should be smart enough to 
| want to work with the riders. And I think the riders 
| should be smart enough to ask the AMA to help 
them. If the two strings were tied together then 
there would be twice as much power as there is now 
with the AMA and the riders working apart. Right 
now there is too much conflict. People with too 
many ideas who don't have the experience to base 
their ideas on. It's just like a good business which 
really can't be considered established until it has 15 
| years experience behind it. Motocross in America 
isn't 10 years old yet. I have only seven years of 
professional racing experience. 

"When you're talking about changing rules you 
don't ask somebody who is 18 years old, no matter 
how fast he is, because he doesn't have the 
experience to make good judgements. You have to 
have somebody who bas the experience and has 
dealt with the same problem before. Or else he 
won't know how to solve it. Nobody has that kind of 
experience over here in America. You can't get 
anybody to agree on anything over here. That's 
what so weird. 


"One thing that really bothers me is how the 
racers and their teams are treated by the promoters 
and the AMA. Riders and teams have to pay to get 
into a race, no one pays them to come, and yet 
theyre always being told what to do and if they 
break a rule they're fined, or kicked out. They're 
professionals but they have to suck hind tit to 
everybody. The mechanics are treated worse than 
anybody, even the riders. They can't go in and out 
of the pits without being bugged by the guards. 
They talk about safety on the race track, but at the 
Supercross races and even some outdoor races the 
riders aren't allowed out on the track on foot. You 
almost endoed in practice, or you did endo, and 
you want to check out the track but they won't let 
you. You can't go out on the track so you never do 
find out why you crashed in practice. That's what 
isn't safe. The AMA is trying to be too professional 
for themselves and the promoters while overlooking 
the riders." 


Another point in rider safety which ts overlooked, 
along with disrespect for the mechanics, became 
apparent later that evening in the Dallas Supercross 
race. It was announced at the track that riders 
would get one 15-20 minute practice session, with 


riders only being allowed out on the track in the one 
of four groups that they would qualify in later that 
evening. Either a rider went out with his group or 
he couldn't practice. It didn't matter to the AMA if 
a rider found his bike's jetting wrong on the first lap 
of practice and had to go back to the pit so his 
mechanic could make adjustments. 

Because of this, many riders did not have 
adequate practice. When there was time to hold a 
second practice session group, the AMA would 
announce it at the last possible second when 
everyone was caught off guard. Riders would be out 
of their leathers and mechanics would have the 
bikes torn down for inspection or maintenance. 
One factory mechanic had both wheels and the air 
filter out of rider's bike when the AMA made the 
announcement that his rider would be allowed 15 
minutes more practice — beginning immediately. 
It never occurred to the AMA to ask the riders or 
mechanics for a better approach. 

An open practice session during the 1-V5 to 2 
hours allotted practice with the number of riders 
out on the track at one time controlled by the pit 
steward would have solved the whole problem. 
Riders would get all the practice they needed, when 
they needed it. Mechanics would know they had 
time to set up the motorcycles properly and safely. 

I next asked Jim about start money for American 
races. Weren't he and the other riders professionals 
putting on a show for the promoters, and didn't 
they deserve something for coming to the race? 

“At these races like the Supercross Series, which 
is invitational, and even the Nationals to some 
extent because riders have to qualify, the riders in 
the Feature should be assured of earning 
something. There are only 24 or 25 really top riders 
anyway. They all should get start money. I never 
raced the Supercross Series before, and I wouldn't 
without start money. Now it's a little different 
because I'm contracted to Honda and they want me 
to ride. But still; I feel that I draw a lot of 
spectators to a race because of who I am. And so do 
most of the other factory guys like Marty Smith. 
People come to see us in particular, and those are 
the people who deserve start money because the 
promoter is certainly making his money off their 
appearance at his race. 

“If I'm sure of making start money, there's no 
problem if a promoter asks me to come to his race a 





few days early to help him with promotion. I’m 
more than willing. But most of the time the 
promoters don't want to pay us anything to come, 
and yet they bitch because we won't help them with 
promotion. Thev always want to screw us over, so 
it's no wonder the riders are getting bitter about 
helping the promoters advertise their race. 


"I feel my salary at Honda is totally to develop 
that motorcycle, because they're experimenting 
with parts and ideas for use on future production 
bikes. My job at Honda has nothing to do with 
actual race promotion. 


"These $25,000 purses for Supercross are good. 
They don't need to be any higher. They should be 
fixed at what they are. But what we should do now 
is begin adding in start money for the riders. When 
the attendance figure reaches, say 25,000 people, 
then we should get a percentage of the gate added 
to the purse, perhaps in the form of start money. 
That assures the promoter that he's not going to 
have to pay out more than the guaranteed purse if 
he has a small crowd. But then, if he does make a 
lot of money with a good crowd, so do the riders. 
Everybody stays happy. There are ways to work 
everything out." 

Pomeroy obviously feels there's room for 
improvement in American motocross racing. He 
feels there are a lot of good things taking place, and 
he'd like to use his experience and ability to make it 
even better. Hopefully, there will be some open ears 
to ideas he has to offer before heading back over to 
Europe next year. 

Meanwhile though, Pomeroy ts enjoying his ‘visit’ 
to America. 

"Im enjoying it here. I'm more relaxed than I 
ever was in my four years in Europe. I'll be racing 
all the 250cc and 500cc Nationals, the Carlsbad 
and Canadian GPs, and the Trans-AMAs. After 
that it’s back to Europe and the World 
Championship. I'll try to cut down my time in 
Europe probably to just the 416 months it takes to 
run the Championship. I want to come back here, 
as well as go to other countries to race during the 
rest of the year. This is my profession — racing — 
and I want to do whatever I can to help the sport 
build, because I know it will help me as well. It’s 
motocross that I love, and I like it now for the same 
reasons that I did when I first started racing.”

Hangtown Classic 


LaPorte, Smith strike 
gold in AMA National 
MX Opener

PLYMOUTH, CA, APR. 10 


When the dust had cleared from California's 
Mother Lode country, works Suzuki rider 
Danny LaPorte had won both motos of the 125 
National, and Team Honda's Marty Smith put 


together two second-place finishes for 
victory in the 250 National. 

In -both 125 motos, LaPorte came 
from the pack to take the lead at the 
midway point. Both times he battled 
with a determined Bob “Hurricane” 
Hannah, who suffered mechanical 
troubles both times with his new works 
Yamaha. 

Jim “Bimbo” Pomeroy and Tony 
DiStefano both won 250 motos, with 
Smith right behind them. Fourth and 
fifth place finishes by Bimbo and Tony 
D allowed Smith the overall win. 


Each class had to run two qualifiers 
and a consolation race to narrow the 
field to 40 starters. 


125 National: Hurricane 
charges, Richter surprises and 
LaPorte just wins 

Radical Ron Turner, an FMF- 
sponsored Southern California rider 
on a recent hot streak, led the 125 
pack into the first turn, with Suzuki's 
Jeff Jennings on his tail. Both LaPorte 
and Hannah were back in the pack, 
Hannah in the mid-20s. 





Jennings slipped by Turner on the 
second lap, and Turner stopped 
coming around after the third tour. 
That moved Pat Richter, riding a 
water-cooled RM Suzuki sponsored by 
Moto-X Fox, into second. By the 
fourth lap Broc Glover and LaPorte 
held down the next two positions; 
Hannah was up to eighth. The next 
lap LaPorte had a _ gale-force 
Hurricane on his rear fender. 

Responding to the pressure, 
LaPorte passed Team Yamaha's 
Glover. When Jennings dropped out, 
LaPorte took a little more than a lap 
to move around Richter into the lead. 

The duel between LaPorte and 
Hannah only lasted another two laps. 
Hannah came around with his bike's 
silencer askew and pushing into the 
rear tire. The machine had lost most 
of its power, so Hannah circulated 
slowly and finished 17th. Glover also 
had suffered mechanical maladies; he 
too finished well down. 

LaPorte stretched out his lead over 
Richter for the remainder of the moto, 
finishing with a comfortable lead. 
Richter, in turn, had a tremendous 
lead over Warren Reid of Team 
Honda. FMF riders Gary Ogden (Suz) 
and Steve Wise (Hon) completed the 
top five. 

Richter returned to lead the second 
moto more than half the distance. 
Wise was running second, while 
LaPorte and Hannah moved quickly 
this time to occupy third and fourth. 

On the fourth lap, Hannah swooped 
both LaPorte and Wise to move into 
second,, but didn't come around on 
the following lap — the Yamaha's 
chain tensioner had broken and 
derailed the chain. Hurricane pushed 
the bike back to the pits, through for 
the day. 

Out on the track, Richter had a 
healthy lead, LaPorte was second, and 
Glover was pushing Wise for third. 
Glover slipped by Wise, as did 
Jennings a lap later. 

Toward the end of the race, there 
was concern for Richter's water-cooled 
machine. Observers reported steam 
escaping in some corners and it was 
feared the radiator was leaking. 
During that time, LaPorte closed the 
gap and moved past, into the lead. 

Team Suzuki's LaPorte took the 
checkered flag for his second win of 
the day. Glover also got by Richter, 
making the pass on the last lap. 
Because of Glover's poor first-moto 
finish, Richter had no problem 
keeping his second overall position. 
Unofficially, Ogden’s 4-6 score was 
good for third overall with 33 points, 
just acing out teammate Wise, who 
scored a 5-5 for 32 points. Reid 
crashed on the first lap of the second 
moto and could only get up to 12th. 
That, combined with his third in the 
first round, totalled a fifth. 


250s: Smith pursues Pomeroy 
and Tony D, catches them on 
points. 

Jimmy Ellis led the 250s for most of 
a lap but dropped it just before the 
finish line. Montesa’s Mickey Kessler 
took over the lead, with Steve 
Stackable and Marty Smith trailing. 
Stackable fell on the next lap, turning 
the chase over to Ellis, Smith and 
Pomeroy (who was in sixth on the first 
lap). Pomeroy overtook his Honda 
teammate on the following lap, and 
moved into the lead on the following 
lap. Kent Howerton, who said before 
the race that he really didn’t like to 
ride the 250 class, was in third. Local 
rider Danny “Magoo” Chandler 
(KTM) was putting the pressure on 
Howerton. 

Pomeroy, whose European doings 
last year created the indignity of 
having to ride a qualifier (He finished 
second behind Marty Tripes), had a 
comfortable eight-to-10 second lead 
over Smith, who'd finally gotten by

Kessler. Howerton, close behind 
Smith, displaced Kessler for third a 
lap after Marty went by. Tripes and 
DiStefano were sneaking through the 
pack, both passing Chandler to run 
fourth and fifth. 

Smith made a last minute charge at 
Pomeroy and drew within a few feet of 
the leader on the last two laps. Marty 
was forced to settle for second. 


"Captain Hook" stole the second 
moto holeshot — Gaylon Mosier got 
out front in a hurry. Tony D and Smith 
led the pack of baying hounds after 
the fox. Jimmy Ellis was in fourth, but 
clipped a tree coming out of a turn 
and crashed heavily. He got up and 
continued, out of the hunt. Kessler 
was in fourth for a few laps, but 
Howerton and Jimmy  Weinert 
dropped him to sixth. (Weinert's 
factory Kawasaki had sucked up some 
sand in the first moto, forcing Weinert 
to DNF in that moto. The first five 
were well ahead of the pack, led by 
Pomeroy moving up from a bad start. 

DiStefano moved right up on 
Mosier's rear tire, while Howerton and 











Weinert were having a tremendous 
battle. Weinert crashed, re-injuring 
his collarbone. Tony D finally moved 
past Mosier to lead the final race of the 
day all the way. Smith got by Mosier 
with five laps to go, closed on 
DiStefano, but it looked liked he really 
didn’t have his heart into it. 

Howerton, riding a modified 
production CR250, dropped it in a 
corner a few laps from the finish. 
Pomeroy had already passed the 
“Rhinestone Cowboy,” but the miscue 
let by Gary Semics (Kaw) and Tripes. 
Tripes got by Semics as well before the 
flag dropped. 

Smith's four-point total edged out 
Pomeroy (1-4) and DiStefano (5-1) for 
the opening round victory. Tripes was 
fourth in the first National contest he's 
ridden in a while. Howerton and 
Mosier (8-3) followed in the order. 

In contrast to its reputation for 
mud, the Dirt Diggers North 
Motorcycle Club's Hangtown Classic 
was quite dusty. 


Most of the new factory racers made 
their debut at race. Almost without 





exception they looked like last year’s 
bikes, but were said to contain 
numerous detail changes. The works 
Yamahas, which didn't have the most 
successful day, featured a remote - 
reservoir monoshock, massive-looking 
aluminum swingarm, revised frame, 
etc. LaPorte said his Suzuki was closer 
to stock this year. 

LaPorte and Smith obviously had a 
good time. But Hannah, who lately 
cringes at the thought of Kryptonite in 
his Cheerios, said, "I should have gone 
water-skiing. I only would have missed 
three points." e

in vehicles, campers,

The figure includes initial 
motorcycle cost, but not the cost of 
constantly replacing parts. 

This illustrates the impact any ORV 
ban would have on the companies 
(and employees of those companies) 
that manufacturer, sell, and service 
recreational vehicles, vans, trailers, 
and trucks. 

Being conservative and estimating 
that every vehicle carries two racers, a 
typical Hare and Hound with 400 
entries would have 200 vehicles or 
vehicle combinations in attendance. 
Considering that the average vehicle 
investment of the ten families or 
individuals above is $10,887, the 





and trailers alone, not 
helmets, boots, gloves, 


vehicles at the race site would be worth 
an estimated $2,177,400, not counting 
personal protective equipment for 
each rider. 

Going one step further, consider 
that some enduros draw as many as 
1,000 entries, or about 500 vehicles or 
vehicle combinations, worth about 
$5,443,600. 

The money spent to buy and 
maintain vehicles used by ORV 
enthusiasts goes a long way in keeping 
bread on the table of thousands of 
Americans employed in related fields.

Public pressure altered position 


LONG BEACH, CA, APR. 8 


The man responsible for initiating the Council 


on Environmental Qi 


uality’s (CEQ) plan to ban 


off-road vehicles (ORV) from all federal lands 
admitted that the original CEQ position was 


modified by public pressure, Cycle 
News has learned. 

In a telephone conversation on 
April 5, Mr. Eisenberg of CEQ told 
reader Rick Hoyt that he had 
originally had bad information, and 
had prepared proposed amendments 
to Executive Order 11644 that would 
have closed all federal lands to ORV 
use immediately. The incredible flood 
of letters, mailgrams, telegrams, and 
telephone calls that followed “leaks” of 
the plan set the CEQ on its ear, forced 
reconsideration of the proposal, and 
sent Eisenberg into official silence. 


` 


Eisenberg continues to refuse to talk to 
news media representatives, but spoke 
to Hoyt for ska 20 minutes after 
Hoyt identified himself simply as "a 
concerned ORV enthusiast.” 
Eisenberg’s Washington office number 
is (202) 382-1235. 

A white house spokesman who 
declined to identify himself in a 
separate conversation with Hoyt said 
that President Carter had reviewed the 
proposals and made a decision to close 
to ORV use federal lands already 
damaged. The spokesman refused to 
comment on who will make the 





decision on what lands will be closed, 
or what the areas planned for closure 
will be. 

Carters expected April 7 ORV 
policy announcement turned out to 
concern the banning of breeder 
reactors and related nuclear fuels, and 
did not mention ORV use. It was 
unknown at press time when Carter 
will reveal his plan, which some 
theorists now speculate may be 
designed to pacify environmentalists 
and to lessen expected heavy 
opposition to Carter's energy plans, 
including increased strip mining of 
coal. 

The reactions of several lawmakers 
to the proposed amendments to E.O. 
11644 and the handling of inquiries 
about those amendments follow. 


Lawmakers 
comment on 
ORV ban 
proposals 


Senator James A. McClure (Idaho) 

"I am deeply concerned that this 
type of proposal may reverse the long 
standing policy of allowing wide 
public use of the public lands, to a 
policy of shutting the public out of its 
lands, unless public access is 


specifically permitted. I will fight 
tooth and nail against any such 
proposal to ban the use of off-road or 
recreational vehicles. This smacks of 
typical bureaucratic thinking coming 
from the  marbeled halls of 
Washington, D.C. If the President 
goes ahead with this ban, then we 
must stop it in Congress, and I am 
prepared to do just that.” 


Senator Frank Church (Idaho): 

(To President Carter) “The more I 
have sought to find the answer, the 
more varied the answers have become. 
I have been told, alternately, that yes, 
there is a proposed executive order; 
no, there is no pending order, I have 
been told that the executive order 
could be interpreted to constitute a 
flat ban on off-road vehicles, and I've 
been told (again) that any new rules 
would merely designate certain 
endangered areas for protection. In all 
of this I have met a stone wall in my 
attempts to secure a copy of the 
proposed language in order that I 
might judge the matter on its merits. 
...1mmy immediate concern is that 
the public have an opportunity to 
know precisely what is being 
considered. Such an order from you 
would be in keeping with your pledges 
of an open government, and I urge 
you to take this action so that the 
public might judge for itself what is 
under consideration."

The Agony and the Ecstasy of the 


‘Tecate 500 Enduro

TECATE, MEXICO, APR. 2-8 
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Fewer than 100 of 260 starters finished the 
rugged 1977 Tecate 500 Enduro. The enduro 
has become a word-of-mouth classic and many 
riders wouldn't miss it for anything. In the past, 


the Tecate 500 has overnighted in San 
Felipe at the end of Saturday's course. 
This year, the organizers, Los 
Ancianos M.C., decided to overnight 
back in Tecate, instead of San Felipe. 
This saved families and friends a long 
five hour drive. Pit crews for the riders 
were not necessary — the club 
provided all gas, oil and food on the 
course. 

Staying in the mountains South of 
Tecate made laying out the course 
harder for the club. There were 
numerous large ranches used, and the 
club had to obtain permission to use 
the land from the owners. Los 
Ancianos M.C. enlisted the aid of 
honorary club members and Mexican 
nationals Enrique and George 
Troncoso, Tecate Mayor Baylon 
Ceasar, Tecate Chief of Police 
Rudolfo Gutierrez, Pedro and Arturo 
Santana of the Dept. of Tourism and 
Jose Peretta, owner of the El Passeto 
Restaurant in Tecate. Without the 
cooperation and long hours of help 
from these men, the Tecate could not 
have happened. 

In past, the schedule did not even 
resemble a real enduro — the club 





wasn't into timekeeping. However, 
they decided this year it was going to 
be right and the schedule was not only 
right but the club even allowed an 
extra minute for all highway crossings, 
an excellent safety idea. Since the 
majority of entrants were not what you 
would call "timekeepers," the club 
deserves a pat on the back for trying to 
make everyone happy. 

Winning the Tecate 500 takes not 
only a good timekeeper, but also a very 
good rider. The majority of the speed 
averages were 30 and 36 miles per 
hour, fast by anyone's standard. 

260 riders may not seem like a "good" 
turnout but it's all the club allows. 
They just can’t haul enough gas into 
the remote areas to handle any more 
entries. The long course discourages 
any more riders also. As it was, the late 
numbers were. finishing late Saturday 
afternoon. 


Saturday — agony 

Riders went to bed Friday night 
with a light rain falling. They woke up 
at 5:00 a.m. with a light rain falling. 
The prospect of riding 250 miles in the 
rain wasn't particularly enthusing. But

row by row the optimistic riders lined 
up to be flagged off by the Tecate 
Mayor Ceasar on their long trek. The 
course headed East right smack-dab in 
the middle of railroad tracks. Riders 
on number one were understandably 
nervous. They were praying the club 
hadn't screwed up and gotten the 
railroad schedules mixed up. As one 
rider put it, "I sure didn't want to 
become a hood ornament on a train." 

After five miles down the track, the 
course turned out of the railway and 
into the countryside. The rain made 
goggles useless — it was either slow 


. down to a crawl or take off the goggles 


to see with the rain in the eyes. Most 
riders opted to forgo the goggles. The 
VELI Lv 


rain also made timekeeping difficult 
and most riders gave it up, just riding 
and trying to cope with the increasing 
wetness and cold. The rain did 
eliminate dust, and, surprisingly, 
there wasn't much mud. Traction was, 
at most times, just great. 

Most riders dressed pretty warmly, 
and Tecate 500 veterans cafne 
prepared with ski gloves, rain suits, 
and long underwear. Eventually, the 
rain got through most outfits and the 
game was to try and keep warm. Wet 
sand sapped horsepower and increased 
gas consumption much to the dismay 
of the riders with bikes with marginal

Tom Brooks takes SoCal 
Bunny Hop for sixth straight 
win, but asks, **Who is that 
guy?” when Dawson is second

CALIFORNIA CITY, CA, APR. 9 


Kramer Junction, the crossroads of the high 
desert, exists today only because Major Adams 
and the wagon train pioneers didn't like the 
SoCal bomb run. Leading the racers across the 


honest-to-God five-mile bomb run of 
sand, silt and stubby pucker bushes 
was overall winner Tom Brooks 
(KTM). The second pintrail of dust, 
following Brooks all the way, belonged 
to Number One Mike Edmonson. 

Running third overall and first 
Amateur was Don Wallingsford on a 
brand new B & R Cycle Yamaha. In 
fourth and moving very fast was long- 
time absentee Dan Dawson (KTM). 
And the dust cloud and the pack 
pushed on past the bomb to the 
foothills and check one. 

Getting his tank card marked at the 
top of the first cobby uphill at fifth 
overall, first 250, was Bruce Ogilvie 
(H-D), chased by Bob Rutten (Hus). 
While the next bike through wasz 
third 250, the rider was Amateur John 
Prater, Jr. the fast Desert Rat. His 
closest Amateur competitor was Ken 
Earnest, running six bikes back at 13th 
overall. Tim Fitzpatrick was eighth, 
then long-absent Checker Jeff Kirk. 
Antelope Rambler Garry Conner and 
Charlie Hamill filled out the first wave 
as the racers headed down a slope to 
the right and on into the rollers 
heading towards Maywood's 
bottleneck mountain. 





The Novices had no disturbances to 
cause any delay in their start this week. 


Viewing the valley from check one to - 


Government Peak the banner dropped 
and an instant line of dust rolled into 


the air as if a strafing aircraft had 
emptied its cannons at a straight line 
target. Soon the pin trails of dust from 
the leaders started to emerge and club 
members and spectators anxiously 
awaited the arrival of the leader. 


Flying past the bomb, it was Gregg 
Pagan of San Gabriel Valley M.C. 


. mounted on a 250 Yamaha. Second 


was Steve Nickolson, then Verlan Van 


Zee and Dave Conner. A P-4 pie plater 
led Rodney "Rover" Busse on his new 
250 mono while John Wright and first 
Beginner Jim McAllister topped the 
first wave of racers. 


Cresting the hill at check one was 
pie plater Allen Harrison, first "C" 
biker at ninth overall. Kevin Shehee 
was next, not really wanting to stop as 
he knew first "C" bike spot was within 
rock throwing distance. Then came 
Tom Jones, Steve Smith, second 
Beginner Bob Gable, Scott Child and 
Erwin Bragg of the Stump Jumpers.

The Amateur and Expert racers had 
cleared check two and the rocky 
section nearing the apex of the course 
which would double back into the 
roling foothills similar to Hi Vista. 
Brooks remained first but Dan “The 
Man" Dawson started making his 
move. He picked off Don Wallingsford 
just after check two and set his sights 
on Mike Edmonson, who last week did 
his desert credit by cashing in on a 
gold medal at the AMA Two Day 
Qualifier. Charlie Barney, one of the 
many fast guys from Barstow, started 
to move from 14th to ninth by check 
two. Speed must run in the Edmonson 
family as a Desert Knight jersey worn 
by Mike's brother, Tim, flew across 
the desert at 10th, coming from 16th 
at the bomb. Number 2X and 8X, 
Bruce Ogilvie and Bob Rutten, were 
dicing all the way around the course, 
battling each other and the head wind 
that sapped the power of smaller 
displacement bikes. First and second 
“C” bike Experts Mitch Payton and 
Jim Brown had Tim Fitzpatrick 
sandwiched between them as they both 
moved up from around 20th to 12th by 
check three. Charlie Hamill lost nine 
positions since the bomb but still had a 
strong hold on first Trail Expert. 





The Novices kept up the frantic 
pace as Pagan tenatiously held first 
place into check two. John Wright 
moved up into fifth behind Rodney 
Busse. Kevin Olen separated the battle 
for first and second “C” bike as third, 
Eric Dattola, had 14 bikes to get by 
before he could join the fight. Trail 
Novice leader Steve Smith, running 
12th overall, had a 10-bike lead over 
second place Paul Krause of the Desert 
Rats while third "T" was Zuba the 
Rover, three bikes behind Krause. 
Leslie Torgeson (125 Suz) was first 
Novice Girl. As the racers moved on, 
each one wondered what the hot set up 
was for seeing through dust. 

Brooks and company charged out of 
the foothills, over the saddle two miles 
out. Pit row sprang to life as the first 
sign of dust sparked excitement into 
everyone. Pitting very quickly and 
heading out on lap two, Dawson had 
Brooks' dust in sight as he tried to close 
the gap. Mike Edmonson pitted next, 
then Ogilvie, Rutten and 
Wallingsford. Gordon "Bomb Run" 
Schmid pitted first Open Expert 
Senior. Lost Coyote Vern Darland was 
second with third place Charlie 
Hermanson polishing Darland's spark 
arrestor with his 3.50x21. Fourth 
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Senior Expert was Mike Hinshaw, a 
face that’s good to see again. Wyley 
“Coyote” Vaughn of the Sleds, riding 
his first race this year, shot through 
the pits at first Senior Amateur Open 
followed by second place Jim Dodd. 
James Beems of the Shamrocks 
separated the two vintage warriors. 
Dawn Grant, the Prairie Fox, came 
through first Expert Woman's 
Division. Debbie Graziano was first 
Amateur, Dustmaker June Elias 
second. 

After check three, Steve Nickolson 
claimed first place Novice from Gregg 
Pagan, who later stated he shirked his 
exercising last week. Verlin Van Zee 
pitted third. There were no real 
drastic changes in the top 10 other 
than P-4 biting the dust and leaving 
fifth place to Dave Conner of the 
100’s. Dan Aaseth moved up and 
pitted 15th, moving up 10 positions 
after loop one. Taking the checkered 
for the white stripers, Los Coyote Jim 
McAllister finishing first overall 
Heavyweight Beginner and 12th 
overall in the Beginner/Novice race. 
Second overall, first Trail Novice was 
Rick Davis out of Dusty’s Dirt Works. 
Second Trail, third overall was Los 
Coyote Bob Ishman. Second Heavy, 
second Beginner was Prospector Bob 
Gable. Third Trail was Zuba and 
third Heavyweight Rich Howard. 

The first 250 to take the checkered 


was Paul Roller, and second was pie” 


plater Rick Martin on a Husky. Third 
place Honda rider Paul Ryan 
complained of only two hours sleep 
and having to remove his chain 
tensioner minutes before the race 
started. (Maybe if he stayed up all 
night he could get first.) First, second 
and third "C" bike Beginners went to 
Mark Lewis, Sean McCurnin and 
Willie Van Del. First Trail Senior was 
Mike Ferris, second Lost Coyote Dale 
Couch, who loved the course. 


Completing the first loop in about 
50 minutes meant Brooks was going to 
taste some dust for the first time on the 
second loop. Clearing check two, 
Dawson had moved to within 20 
seconds of Tom. Ogilvie was about 10 
seconds behind Dawson for third. 
Wallingsford dropped back to eighth, 
but still first Amateur, while Charlie 
Barney was having his hands full 
trying to stave off. eager Tim 
Edmonson. Another face that’s good 
to see out here, Doug Winchell, riding 
a new 250 Mono, moved from 31st at 
check one of the first loop, pitted 15th 
and was holding down 12th heading 
into check three. Steve Nicholson 
stretched out a good 45-second lead 
as he headed out to check two. Riding 
in dust like a veteran, he picked up his 
lines and passed bikes as he could sense 
the feel of victory. 

Brooks had cleared check three and 
headed for home. Not being able to 
take the same lines as before due to 
lapped riders, Brooks had everything 
but an easy time. Pasing it in the dust 
took constant concentration while 
breaking trail, hampered by the 
thought of Dawson back there just 
waiting for one mistake to enable him 
to assume the lead. 

Brooks crested the saddleback, flew 
down the trail, and all the spectators 
and pit crews pointed at the winner as 
he rounded the hard right turn and 
flew across the finish line, chalking up 
overall win number six. Less than 20 
seconds later, Brooks looked over and 
said “Who is that guy?” Dan Dawson, 
P2, minus a spark arrestor, side cover 
and air filter, pulled up behind Brooks 
for second overall, second Heavy, and 
a big grin. Bruce Ogilvie was next with

Schreiber 
spectacular 


in World Trials

n past years, Ameri- 
can trials riders have 
gone to Europe, ridden 
a couple of World 
Championship rounds. and returned 
with a finish anywhere between 20th 
and 60th, thinking, "Well, at least I 
learned something." Bernie Schreiber 
was different. Turned loose on the 
FIM Championship circuit for the first 
time since becoming of age for an FIM 
license, Schreiber rode to a fifth in 
Belgium, a third in Spain, another 
fifth in France (after leading the trial 
until his Bultaco inhaled a gob of 
mud), and a second in West Germany. 
In one short month, the upstart 
American had, after missing the first 
two rounds, vaulted from nowhere to 
fifth in the World Championship 
standings. 

What made Bernie Schreiber 
different? Part of it was attitude. 
Sitting drinking tea in the Schreiber 
family kitchen, Bernie muses about his 
"fellow Americans." 

"Maybe they don't have the attitude 
they're going to win," he says. “They 
get themselves psyched into not going 
all out." 

Mike Griffitts was talking about his 
1974 trip to the Spanish trials round: 
“A lot of European riders tried to 
psych me out. They'd ride up by a 
sheer vertical rock wall and say, ‘That 
looks like a good section for 
Spain . . .' I thought, ‘God, I'm going 
to get killed over there.'" 

"It was weird," Bernie is saying. 
"Before I left I told people I hoped to 
finish in the top five. I always tried for 
first, and ended up never worse than 
fifth. 

"When I got to Belgium, I practiced 
five days before the trial in the mud. 
The first day out, I couldn't even ride. 
But by the end of the week I had it 
wired, 

“Belgium was the coldest of the 
trials. We were riding on ice in the 
morning. The cold really got to you, 
In the morning there really was no 
time to warm up. You have to have 
your bike inspected before you're due 
out, and the first rider leaves at 8:00 
a.m. It took me about six sections to 
warm up properly. 

"It was probably the worst round 1 
rode. maybe a little too difficult I 
had 130 points for three laps, 18 
sections. A lot of the sections were the 
same, and got into a ‘mud groove’, 
The whole trials was mud. It was like 
Saddleback after a rainstorm; you 
almost had to push to move on level 
ground." 

After Belgium was Spain, and 
Bernie was pumped. The temperature 
was in the 70s. "Spain was the best 
round of all. Vesti won that 
one . . . Buls were 1-2-3. The sections 
were all different — one mud, the next 
water and rocks, then maybe an off- 
camber. There were two loops, 25 
miles, 25 sections. We were on a tight 
schedule on the second loop we 
hardly had time to look at the sections. 
It was perfect, though. I had a lot of 
cleans, not many fives — it wasn't all 
threes and fives like Belgium." 

Saddleback. It was my first 
assignment for Cycle News, to shoot the 
first-ever American trials round, 
January 5, 1974. In normally dry 
Southern California, tt rained so much 














that the lizards were marching up the 
canyons two by two, looking for an 
Ark. It turned sections into monsters, 
and had European riders (like Rob 
Shepherd on the 123 Cota) constantly 
demonstrating miracles. Late in the 
day I noticed this one chunky kid, 
riding the loop with a big "X" on his 
rider bib over a number. I learned his 
name was Bernie Schreiber, and he 
was riding unofficially as a sort of an 
“Exhibition rider” because, at age 14, 
he was too young to enter. Everybody 
was impressed on how well he was 
handling himself in this genuine bitch 
of a trial. i 

Schreiber is not new to European 
competition. He's "watched" three 
World Championship rounds, plus the 
Scottish Six Days, each time travelling 
as one of the three or more top 
Southern California riders. sent to 
Europe each year on the proceeds 
from the American Trial Association's 
(ATA) EI Trial de Espana. In one 
Sense it was frustrating, going year 
after year only to be excluded on 
account of age, having earned the 
right to go as one of AT A's top points- 
earners, yet not allowed to follow 
through with an official World 
Championship ride. 

Yet, in another sense, the trips were 
invaluable, for they allowed Bernie to 
meet works riders like French 
Champion Charles Coutard, Spanish 
Champion Manuel Soler, and world 
title contender Yrjo Vesterinen and to 
go riding with them. 


In the 1977 French round, it was 
double disaster. It started out hot, but 
was raining hard by the time riders 
were heading out on the third and 
final loop. Bernie was leading the trial 
until the huge mudhole, Trap 16 — a 
real bike swallower. 

"You know how the new Bultaco 
airbox breathes from the front? Well, 
I had the old one that breathes from 
the top, and the rear tire just tossed 
mud on top of it. At the mud section, 
mud went into the motor. The rings 
stuck, I had no power, and the bike 
stalled in a couple of sections. I had 
cleaned the mud trap the first loop, 
stalled in it the second time and didn’t 
ride it the third time. I was afraid I 
wasn't going to finish. 

“I stayed at Coutard's house in 
Lyon, and we took it to a shop there, 
split the cases, and the mud just fell 
out. Still, between first place and fifth 
(me) there was only nine points 
difference. I fouled plugs and was 
late." 

Then another foulup. The 
organizers gave him the wrong section 
card to carry on the third loop. “I was 
number 27. They gave me 17's card, 
and gave him mine. At the end of the 
trial when they posted points, I had 
too many. I couldn't protest, because I 
couldn't speak the language. Some 
other guy did it." 

By this time, Bernie definitely had 
friends on the "circuit," so many he's 
not sure who his benefactor was. After 
three maximum effort trials rounds, 
Bernie was beginning to need friends. 
The expenses were outlandish. In 
Belgium, three days and four nights in 
a hotel cost $450. Bultaco 
International had set him up for the 
three rounds, and after he did so well, 
urged him to stay for West Germany. 

"I ran out of money after France 
and had to borrow. Manuel Soler took 
care of me after that." He was able to 
stay two weeks at Solers home in 
Spain, and also to bunk with Charles 
Coutard in Lyon, France. He had had 
time to acclimatize for Belgium, but 
hit Spain and Germany cold. In 
France, “I got to practice with Vesti 
and Coutard. Coutard has a favorite 
area by his house. He lives on a 
mountainside. If I was going back, I'd 
live in Lyon." 

Then Germany, with a fresh engine 








after the French round. “They had a 
couple of dangerous sections, cliffs you 
got to jump off almost» The Germans 
are crazy. Overall, it was a good trials, 
closest to home as far as terrain. It was 
like. Hollister when it’s not raining — 
good traction dirt. There were a few 
rocks, some laid in the sections by 
hand, They didn’t roll around — they 
were big, solid rocks. I was number 
six, and the early riders had_the 
advantage. By the ‘time the later 
numbers got through, so much mud 
was on the rocks that they were 
pushin’.” Bernie, with 146 points, was 
second to Martin Lampkin's 136. 

Now he's back, merging once again 
into his familiar Southern California 
world. He'll go to Scotland for the Six 
Days, return to ride several AMA 
National rounds, ride the U.S. and 
Canadian World Championship 
rounds, then return to Europe for 
Finland, Sweden, Switzerland and 
Czechoslovakia. And of course, he'll 
end his 1977 season at the Trial de 
Espana. He's not forgotten the ATA 
circuit which groomed him. 

It was late summer, 1974. Mike 
Griffitts, Rich Delaney, Martin Belair 
and Bernie Schreiber were all 
sprawled in the back of a VW 
Microbus, cooling off after teaching 
an ATA trials school. They were all 
talking into my tape recorder, trying 
to tell me all at once how they had 
gotten into trials. 

Bernie: "A sandbox buddy conned 
me into it. I used to ride around a 
cactus tree all the time. I used to have 
a Kaw 90. I took the Kaw out and beat 
my buddy the first time, got about 
12th overall. I didn't like trials the first 
time, but after à couple rides I won 
and then I liked it more." 

Though they ranged in ages from 
Bernie’s 15 to Rich Delaney’s 23, they 
had all started riding trials about the 
same time, roughly 1969-70. They, 
along with Mark Eggar and Marland 
Whaley, grew up im trials together, 
rode together, honed off each other's 
rough edges in competition. They had 
each come into trials with slightly 
different attitudes and aspirations, but 
their development in the tight world of 
ATA trials gave them a lot in 
common. 

Whaley, Schreiber, Belair, Delaney, 
Griffitts, Eggar — together they were 
the cream, but already Whaley and 
Schreiber had begun to separate out 
from the rest in trial after trial. 
Whaley, in 1974, was a multi-year 
State Champion. Bernie, at 15, was 
5-8" still a slightly chunky-looking 140 
pounds. But by El Trial de Espana 
time, that same year (1974) he had 
zoomed up to a full six feet and the 
"baby fat" melted away. He had 
acquired a breadth and power of back 
and shoulders, a trimness of waist and 
hips. Another California Kid had 
groun up. 


Whether it was because he was 
already a tea drinker, or because of 
the friendships he had made, 
Schreiber seemed to slip easily into 
European competition where others 
had not. Witness by contrast 
motocrosser Marty Smith's reaction to 
Europe. Whatever, Bernie could talk 
for hours about it. 

“They don’t use stakes to mark the 
sections; they lay tapes along the 
ground and the spectators stand right 
on top of them. That's the section 
boundary — the mob of people. When 
the hard part is early in a section, the 
people start yelling and cheering so 
loud if you clean that part you can 
hardly concentrate on the rest of the 
section. 

“Their trials are generally tougher 
than ours, the sections are longer. 
"There's not so many turns as here, lots 
of straight stuff with three or four 
different lines in each section. They'd 
like to pick big rocks and mud.

"There's only 15 or so at each trial 
who are true world class 
riders . . . the rest are good national 
riders, pretty much like here. A lot of 
them are not consistent. (John) 
Reynolds did good in England and 
Ireland; it all depends on where a 
rider's ground is . . ." 

Schreiber's "ground" is Southern 
California, and by doing well out of 
his ground, he's established himself as 
a world class rider. Could any of the 
rest? Why, until now, had Americans 
done so poorly? You have to go back, 
again, to the ATA "breeding ground" 
for an answer. 

By early 1975 it was obvious. There 
was Marland Whaley, Bernie 
Schreiber — and every body else. At 
ATA club trials one or the other would 
be “hot” and win, the other would 
blow up in a series of disastrous fives. 
Occasionally they were both hot, and 
then the tiny handful of SoCal trials 
regulars got a show of shows. 

The two were a study tn contrast in 
the way they'd approach each section. 
Whaley would walk each section, 
testing each rock with a foot, 
sometimes holding an imagznary 
handlebar in his hands, weighting, un- 
weighting and turning in his mind. 
Schreiber would rush up, take one 
quick walkthrough on the first loop, 
then ride. On subsequent loops, he 
would stop, catch his breath, peer at 
the section from the entrance, and 
ride. 

Sometimes he'd take some really 
dumb fives that way. In American 
trials, schedules are fairly easy, and it's 
not uncommon for riders to spend 15 
minutes looking at a_ section. 
Thoroughness counts. But Bernie was 
different, and when he was hot, he was 
miraculous. 

And there’s the key. Time and again 
Bernie had hit on it as we talked. The 
time pressure in Europe is a whole 
other world. “I'd say you could spend 
two, maybe five minutes studying a 
section the first loop. No more, or 
you'd be in trouble. The second, third, 
fourth loops in Germany there was no 
time at all. I'd just peer over the edge 
and ride." 

All that time, Bernie's brazeness 
had been the ticket to European 
success. The ability to read terrain in 
split. seconds, the bravery to attack 
"killer" sections full-on, the will to 
win, the self-confidence all came

together one month in late Winter. 

Now, Bernie Schreiber is changed 
again. Not outwardly, yet — he still 
lives at home, works in his father’s 
grinding shop, and rides, rides, rides 
in nearby Tujunga Wash. He's got 
time for his girl, his friends, the snow- 
skiing in the mountains. He was 
thinking about college before Europe, 
now there's a twist. 

"I wanted to go back, but now 
there's no school until I make World 
Champion." Just like that, it has 
clicked. "If I don't make World 
Champion in the next two to three 
years I never will. No rider does, if he 
tries that long and can't do it, he can't 
do it. I think my title shot will come 
next year." 

What a change! Bernie doesn't look 
any different or sound any different 
and he's slipping easily back into his 
daily life of work, free time, and 
practice. But he knows. That's why 
Bernie's different. Attitude got him 
this far. In the next few seasons; 
attitude may take him clear to the tope

If you liked Michael Parks as 
Bronson, then you'll dig him as J.W. 
Wyatt (the Dick Mann character) in 
"Sidewinder 1." If you can uncover 
him under all that grime. Marjoe 
Gortner is perfectly cast as the 


berserko bike wrecker we all know and , 


love. Susan Howard as the "Dragon 
Lady" factory owner looks great until 
she takes her clothes off. 

"Sidewinder 1" will be released in 
July, producers say, and if it fails to 
earn a lot of money for 20th Century 
Fox, perhaps we can look forward to 
"Sidewinder 2," wherein Marjoe wins 
the Superbowl of Motocross without 
getting his costume dirty. 








It's crash city as 
AFM tries Stadium 
road racing at 
605 Speedway

IRWINDALE, CA, APR. 10 

American Federation of 
Motorcyclists (AFM) road racers 
spent Easter Sunday 
experimenting with "stadium 
road racing." Sixteen sprint races were 
run on a %ths-mile, eight-turn paved 
course in Irwindale in a speedway-type 
program. Today's event, almost a 
paved TT with no jump, was so 
popular with organizers and spectators 
that the track is planning a regular 
Friday-nite series starting next month. 

Benefiting from a practice session 
here last month, Harry Klinzmann 
turned the fastest lap on a TZ-250 at 
54 seconds. Even the smallest bikes 
were getting around in about 50 
seconds. There were two heats for each 
class, with overall results determined 
by Olympic scoring. 

The first Lightweight race set the 
pace for the day with a ding-dong 
battle right to the flag, with Darren 
Penrod just nipping David James 
(XL250 Hon) at the finish. Early 
leader Darrell Muegge slipped into the 
dirt on the last lap allowing Art 
Friedman to stuff his 175 Can-Am into 
third place overall, ahead of a pack of 
250's. 

Mike Rainey deserved the “hard- 
luck” of the day award. In the first 410 
Production heat he was dicing with Ed 
Toomey for the lead, when he was 
driven off the track by a lapped rider 
on the final lap as they dived off the 
banking into the infield.In the second 
410 heat he had just passed Toomey 
for the lead when he got into a 
monumental tank-slapper for the 
length of the back straight before 
getting a first-hand look at the 
asphalt. 

The track was very slick and over- 
due for repaving. It won't come soon 
enough for Dick Fuller, though, who 
crashed in practice and may have 
broken his collarbone. 

John Glover (Mr. Jags 750 Norton) 
won both Open Production heats, but 
it was no easy job, for both times he 
had to charge through the pack and 
pass early leaders Lee Fleming (stock 
650 Kaw) and Terry Waugh 
(Yoshimura 845cc GS750). Glover's 
Norton had so much power, that using 
only second and third gears, he was 
having handling problems as the front 
wheel came up under hard 
acceleration and the rear tire broke 
loose. 

In the second 750/Open heat, 
Glover ran off the course when a 
slower rider got in his way, and the 
field almost lapped him before he 
could get going again. But Glover, 
riding like he was possessed, blasted 


back into the lead. When he passed 
the then-leader George Roche, the 
small crowd in the grandstands 
cheered. Glover's Norton was outfitted 
with clip-on bars, while Roche’s 
Kawasaki had wide bars and slicks. 
“Next time out,” said Mr. Jags tuner 
Steve Peterman, “I'll know how to set 
up the bike. 

In the first Open GP race Glover 
finally got a hole-shot, but charged off 
into the dirt for the third time when he 
couldn't find his modified brake pedal 
in time. With Glover out, Klinzmann 
did a masterful job of out-braking at 
the entrance to the infield to pass 
George Roche's (specially built 
"Stadium" H2 Kaw) for the lead. 
Whitney Blakeslee blazed through the 
pack to take third. Glover finished 
sixth. 

Klinzmann had an easier time of it 
in both 250 GP heats, leaving him 
time to entertain the crowd by doing 
wheelies. Not to be outdone, however, 
was Michael Marse who almost seemed 
more interested in doing wheelies, than 
in finishing third, behind Bob Hyman. 

In the Sidecar events Lorento Masella 
came through to win both heats, but 
had one heart-stopping moment in the 
first heat when he overtook the 
sidehack of leaders Woods & Maynard 
as they dove into the infield, with the 
Woods/ Maynard outfit having to take 
to the dirt. 

John Glover won the first Super- 
street race, but was in the middle of 
the pack in the second heat as the field 
charged into the banking on the third 
lap. Both Terry Waugh and David 
James hit a patch of oil and went down 
like bowling pins. Glover (with three 
victories already) decided to save his 
body and bike for the up-coming Six- 
Hour Race at Ontario, and joined 
Waugh and James on the sidelines. 
There they saw George Roche and 
Whitney Blakeslee blaze away from 
the re-start. °

Halford shines at 
Sun Phoenix GP

CASHION, AZ, MAR. 13 

Making up for being under- 
geared at the Gila Bend Grand 
Prix two weeks ago, where he 
came in second, Jimmy Halford 
installed a 17-tooth counter-shaft 
sprocket on his 390 Husky and ran 
away with the Amateur/Expert race at 
the SUN M.C.-sponsored Phoenix 
Grand Prix held at the Phoenix 
Internatinal Raceway (PIR). Halford 
had a three-minute lead after 13 








seven-mile laps over second-place John 
Pavich, newly returned to San Diego. 
Pavich (Hus) was followed by local 
Yamaha rider Ed Zornes. Halford was 
within five minutes of lapping Zornes. 

Two 100-mile races were run: the 
morning race for Women and all 
Novice classes (125, 250 & Open); the 
afternoon race was for Seniors, 
Sidecars and 125, 250 and Open 
Amateurs & Experts. The course 
utilized portions of the USAC asphalt 
oval, the Trans-AMA MX course 
(ugh!), the SCCA sports car course, a 
defunct drag strip, some riverbottom, 
desert and L-O-N-G mudholes. The 
SUN M.C. supplied five construction- 
size water trucks and applied 350,000 
gallons of water over the weekend: No 
Dust! The Trans-AMA motocross 
course was left in basically the same 
abominable condition as when the Big 
Kids raced on it in November. It was 
liberally watered, but the basic nature 
of the granitic gneiss rock surface left 
the track with a series of stair-case 
sections; Bob Hannah, et al, must 
possess some kind of super-human 
power. The race drew a slight 215 
riders, which required cutting the 
originally-planned two-day event into 
a one day, two race event. The 500- 
odd (?) spectators had virtually free 
reign about the track, with access to 
all portions of the course excepting the 
pits and impound areas, where passes 
were required. 

The lead in the morning race was 
up for grabs for a couple of laps until 
eventual overall winner, front-row 
starter Kenny Schlosser took over for 
good. He ran neck-and-neck on the 
oval with San Diegan Bill Wheeler 
(Yam 500), but Wheeler ate it on the 
dropaway jump and decided to play 
race instead. Wheeler wheelied down 
the straight, up the drag strip, to the 
mudhole, in the pits, etc., etc. Then 
he rode passenger on his Yamaha 
sidecar in the next race, finishing 
both. Second place was locked in by 
Garret Wagner of Canoga Park (Suz), 
who pushed his pit technique to the 
ultimate. He stopped at the pit wall on 
the straight, grabbed a gallon plastic 
water jug full of premix and dumped 
it in going down the straight, 
discarding the jug on the oval. Sounds 
like the trick way to get a super case of 
jock itch, or worse. One slip and 
. . .douche. His pit crew did pick up 
the jugs, too. Wagner was 30 seconds 
behind the leader at the finish (11 
laps), and over 90 seconds ahead of 





third overall, first 125 Novice Don 
Babbitt who must have riddden some 
kind of fast in order to catch the 250s 
and Opens, as classes were started at 
30-second intervals, large to small. 
The course offered few places to short 
cut, and the large number of flag and 
control personnel made it tough to slip 
by. Frank Staley of Phoenix was DQ'd 
for an illegal left turn. Tsk tsk.

winner Lori Matassa (Suz) who went 
10 laps and finished 13th over-all. 

A good field of Amateurs and 
Experts lined up on the grid for the 
1:00 p.m. race, with early-entered 
Jimmy Halford on the pole position. 
The course was watered between 
races. Markers were replaced. With 
“Road-race” gearing, Halford bogged 
slightly off the line, making him work 
the clutch up to 30 mph. This gave Ed 
Zornes the chance he needed to grab 
the lead onto the asphalt oval. Zornes 
proved that it isn’t necessary to have 
the latest iron in order to do well. He 
rode a ‘75 360 YZ Yamaha, with a ‘72 
engine, running an obviously- 
modified Enduro barrel. . However, 
Halford's racing experience paid off at 
the asphalt-dirt transition when he got 
by Zornes and was never threatened 
again. He did say that he got some 
racing out of lappees on the MX 
course, where they were trying to stick 
a front wheel in on him. But his half- 
mile and TT racing gave him the nod 
on the smoother sweepers and road 
sections. Tapped out in sixth gear 
(95mph?), he was seen sliding, front 
and rear, into the infield section off 
the drag strip. A typical stop watch 
number said he was gaining about 30 
seconds a lap on soon-to-be-third 
place Zornes and second place John 
Pavich. As is typical with the winner, 
Halford had no trouble, no get-offs, 
and "...hadn't had this much fun 
since (I) started riding in the dirt." 

"Third overall Zornes said this was 
the first event (off-road) that he'd 
finished. It appears to agree with him. 

The GP drew one of the largest 
sidecar fields in the Southwest, outside 
of Hopetown and Great Bear; 11 
entries. Three local rigs and eight 
California chairs made it. As these 
racers used to be “hacks,” one could 
notice the upward swing in quality: 
KimTab wheels, disc brakes, Wasp 
frames, Honda 4s, Kawasaki 750s,

wins DeAnza 
hillclimb

SUNNYMEAD, CA, APR. 3 
Widowmaker Fever is raging 
through Southern California, 
and the symptoms were 
abundantly evident at today’s 
hillclimb. 


The old timers, (old in experience, 
not necessarily in age) feel that a good 
hillclimb bike is better if it is longer. 
One problem is having the front end 
fly up in the air when a hill gets steep. 
To counteract this, swing arms are 
made longer. With the Widowmaker 
only two weeks away, those swing arms 
are longer and longer, some taking the 
overall length of the bikes out to the 
80-inch mark. 

For today’s final run prior to the big 
Utah event, De Anza had picked a new 
hill. Not only was the hill steep, it was 





uncleared. “The least the park 
could've done,” bitched one rider, 
“was cut the damn grass!” 

But, no one cuts the grass on the 
Widowmaker. No one smooths out the 
bumps, fills in the holes, or makes 
any other changes to ease the run up 
the hill. At the Widowmaker the only 
hill prep is the lime marks for 
boundries and footage. Anyone who 
plans to go high on that hill will have 
to blaze the way with his (or her) bike. 


A group of 125cc bikes were the first 
ones off the line at De Anza today. 
Their runs are not expected to be 
high, so there were few surprises as the 
riders scored from 20 to 180 feet. With 
a hill nearly 400 feet high, some of 
these small bikes hardly got off the 
starting line. 

The 250 Beginner class, although 
the bikes had twice the power, didn't 
even do as well. Here the newest riders 
to hillclimbing tried their luck. A high 
mark of 130 feet was enough to give

newcomer, Paul Bander, his first win 
in the sport. 


Competition in the 250 Stock and 
250 Modified classes was really tough. 
Here the riders have experience, and it 
was evident in the marks they set. 
Kerry Peterson, who has been 
dominating the 250 Stock class on his 
Harley, again took the win and was the 
first rider to top the 200-foot mark. 
Doug Hall set the modified mark with 
a footage of exactly 200 feet. 


It was in the mid-range classes 
where some of the most obvious 
changes took place. First of all, many 
of the riders in those mid-range stock 
classes have moved upward, either into 
modified classes or into competition 


with bigger bikes. For two years the 
400 Stock wins have gone exclusively to 
Kerry Peterson and his super Maico. 
Now Peterson is no longer in that 
class. The newer riders have taken 
over and the winner was Dan Flower, 
another Maico rider. 





In hillclimbing, any rider may 
jump his bike into a higher 
displacement class and continue to 
compete. The only string attached to 
sucha jump is that the rider can only 
move upward to a modified class. 
That means that a bike, say a 450cc 
stocker, can compete against the 650s, 
but only those in the modified class 
where chains, special frames and 
exotic fuels are also allowed. 

It was that kind of jump that saw a 
brand new overall winner in today’s 
climb. Well, almost that kind of jump. 
Clyde Peterson, mounted on a 
modified 500 Yamaha, which had 
already won a first place in its class, 
jumped into the 650 Modified class. 
Although his bike was running on 
pump gas, he did have chains on the 
rear tire. Giving a full 100cc’s of 
power, Peterson managed to win the 
class and set the high mark for the 
day, 287 feet. ; 

Those long swing arms that made a 
first showing today gave varied results 
to the riders. Many were pleased, some 
were not, others headed home to add 
another inch or two to give even 
greater stability. 

The word has come to California 
that right now the Widowmaker has 
six inches of snow covering. These 
riders are not used to that kind of 
terrain, but they aren't about to let a 
little of the “frozen fog" stop their 
climb. e°

The short track saw 
Garabedian come off the line second 
but Cannon was finally able to get by 
him on the fourth lap and drag race 
him to the checkered flag on the 
eighth. On the half mile, Cannon 
didn’t take any chances and got the 
second immediately which really isn't 
saying a lot since the first three in both 
races were so close you could throw a 
blanket over them. 

Mike DeBruyn took on all comers in 
the 250 Novice/Amateur goes and 
although he won both, his biggest 
challenge came from two Novices who 
made him work for every lap. On the 
short track it was Jim Casey and on the 
half mile Bob Callaway. Darren 
Hulbert was the only other double 
winner as he collected the gold in the 
Minis. e

URA enduro: Good 
Time for Eubanks

RIDGECREST, CA, MAR. 27 

URA’s “Good Time” family en- 
duro was indeed a good time and 
especially so for ‘C’ riders Carol 
Noble (200cc) and Brian Hurst 


(100cc), who had the perfect score of 
zero points lost at all checks (including 
the tie breaker) over the 25-mile first 
loop. 

Considering the fact that at 10:00 
a.m. Saturday morning, the whole 
Ridgecrest area was covered with four 
inches of snow, it was amazing that the 
enduro was still scheduled for Sunday 
and even more amazing, that at that 
time, riding conditions couldn't have 
been better. As the snow melted it left 
the course literally dust free and the 
bit of moisture that was left made for 
great traction. 





The speeds ranged from 13 to 19 
miles per hour and actually, this was 
a bit slow considering the perfect 
conditions, but it was a well marked, 
scenic course, made interesting by 
winding under train tracks, passing by 
silver mines and zig zagging up and 
down a few rocky hills which helped 
make it a good time keeper for the 
serious and just plain fun for everyone 
else. 

Then came the second loop. The 
only similarity between the two loops 
was the great weather and although I 
didn't ride the second loop, I did 
observe it from inside a four-wheel- 
drive truck driven by Medical and 
Rescue Coordinator Fred Holcomb, 
who found that the most interesting 
point for observation was at a six mph 
section through a box canyon and up a 
humongous rocky hill where we 
watched riders try and do everything 
imaginable to climb that unprintably 
nasty hill. 

Many riders found that it was 
advantageous to walk beside the bike 
and gently gas it up and over the loose 
rocks but, as in the case of Tom 
Dumon, once a rider left the main 
trail — he found that for every inch he 
gained upward, he lost more than a 
foot downward. 

It was at this point when Neil 
Montgomery (Yam) arrived at the 
bottom of the hill. He made sure I 
recorded his number (57A) then he 
proceeded up and over the loose rocks 
and on to the top when he hesitated 
only long enough to look back, give a 
friendly nod, then he was gone. (One 
in every crowd.) 

This reporter was exceptionally 
pleased when Laurie Maly, riding a 
CZ, made an attempt to climb the hill. 
Especially since women do not usually 
ride the second loop and also because 
she certainly showed that she knows 
the true meaning of the word 
“perseverance.” Although she worked 
her bike and herself a bit hard and 
gained only a few feet at a time, she 
stuck with it and within 20 minutes she 
had cleared the top.

When Mr. Holcomb suggested to a 
small boy on a bike twice his size that 
he should ride back to camp in the 
truck, it brought a smile of relief on 
the little guy's face as he climbed in 
with the four broken bikes, whose 
riders were watching in admiration as 
14-year-old Mark Vincellette cleared 
the hill with ease on his 175 Honda 
while he swept the course. 

The 42-mile loop, which had an 
alternate gas stop, had speeds ranging 
from six to 30 mph and although there 
was only the one hard uphill there 
were several downhills covered with 
deep sand that created fun and havoc 
for many but ironically, the biggest 
time keeping problem came from the 
six mph section where riders who 
otherwise zeroed the course found they 
had burnt this check badly. 

Although zero is the number all 
enduro riders strive for, Eric 
Lehamann’s loss of one minute at the 
home check wasn't too shabby because 
it made him the. third best time 
keeper. Number two went to Bob 
Keeven, (Hus) who flies out from St. 
Louis, Missouri just to ride an 
occasional enduro and was only 20 
seconds off on this one. Robbie 
Eubanks (Yam) claimed the number 
one spot by being only four seconds 
away from perfection, and needless to 
say, for these three guys it's really true, 
Good Times never seemed so good. @

Bob Sanders took the first Expert 

heat lead with Ted Davidson and Steve 
Eklund in hot pursuit. Davidson 
nearly crashed in turn two, losing two 
spots in the process to Sanders and 
Randy Gibbs. Eklund got by Sanders 
in the high groove and took off for the 
win, while Davidson got second after 
Sanders left the door open for him on 
the north turn. 
. Dan McWhorter and John Allison 
dragged each other down the back 
chute in the other Expert heat with 
Allison holding the high groove and 
taking the front position as they came 
out of the north turn, with Walt Foster 
in third. Allison went hard out and 
came within less than a second of 
breaking the 1975 track record with a 
1:55.18. 

In the semi no one wanted to be left 
out of a transfer spot and so got at it 
right from the beginning. Art 
Fredenburgh led off followed by Steve 
Fortune, Marty Halkola and Rich 
Warren. In the shuffle, Warren was 
soon up behind Fredenburgh, then 
Halkola, while Fortune, (who was 
riding with a good case of the flu), 
couldnt keep the pace and kept 
dropping back. Randy Gibbs finished 
fourth and took the last transfer spot 
as Warren took first away from 
Fredenburgh. 

Right from the first lap the order 
was established in the main: Allison, 
Eklund and McWhorter. For a lap or 
so Walt Foster kept McWhorter busy, 
getting the one lone Triumph in a 
field of Yamahas and Harleys into 
third spot a couple of times. 


Eventually Foster went in a bit too 
hard and McWhorter got by again, 
this time for good. Meanwhile, Ted 
Davidson was moving on up but had to 
settle in behind Foster. 








Up front there was no catching 
Allison although Eklund was flat 
hauling, really concentrating. on 
taking the shortest way around — 
which included staying out of the loose 
stuff in the upper groove. With three 
laps to go Eklund was within shooting 
distance and the people in the stands 
were up on their feet shouting 
encouragement for their particular 
favorite of the two. As the flag came 
down Eklund was less than two full 
bike lengths behind Allison. 

Albuquerque rider Joe Wilson had a 
long drive for nothing when his bike 
refused to start in the first Junior heat 
which Rod Spencer won over Travis 
Petton with a very nice lead. Earlier 
laps Petton had a see-saw battle going 
with Shawn Leipold. 

The second heat had another 
disappointed rider. Joe Tardiff had 
second spot in hand when his good- 
looking Triumph decided not to run 
anymore, and it was into the pits for 
Tardiff. Eddie Lawson won, followed 
in by Brian Brown and Rick Graham. 

Last heat, Gordy Kidd shot off into 
the lead only to come around to face a 
red flag and have to do it all over 
again as Steve Carrillo and his Harley 
had gone down in turn two. On the 
restart it was last week's main winner, 
Rod Sexton, with the lead, but Kidd 
got by him and the two of them pulled 
away from the rest of the group. 


Again, it was hard-luck-for-Juniors 
night when Tony Alves had to wave off 
the grid when he found his shift lever 
was just flapping around like it wasn't 
attached to anything inside the case. 
With only two transfers they had the 
usual flat out Junior semi. Tim 
McWhorter took the lead, then Rick 
Graham and Shawn Leipold. Two laps 
later it was Graham, McWhorter and 
Leipold. Quickly, Don Bailey became 
part of the action, and once Graham 
got firmly settled in the first spot, 
McWhorter and Bailey swapped that 
second spot around, coming around 
for the flag glued together in the final 
turn with Bailey getting the edge. 

Eddie Lawson got held up in traffic 
in the beginning of the main while 
Brian Brown, Rod Sexton and Gordy 
Kidd settled out who was going to be 
in front, with Sexton finally taking the 
spot away from Brown.

With Novices now restricted to 
single-cylinder 250s (g’bye road racing 
twins) we'll see a bigger variety of 
brands and closer competition. 
Compared to previous years, when the 
opening night backgate would be 
inundated with Novices, this night 
there were only three heats. 

The first one saw Mike Keensman 
come out of the scramble through 
turns one and two first, followed by 
Danny Perkins and Don Tortorelli. 
Tortorelli's engine tied up, putting an 
end to his efforts for the night, but 
Perkins and Keensman went shuffling 
first and second between thm, with 
Dorothy Rowe in third. Rowe held on 
firmly to third until the last lap when 
Mark Murray got a wheel in front and 
put her in the semi. 

In the second heat Wayne Rainey 
got a start that was out of sight! He just 
blew them off with no contest and 
made his the fastest heat. Dave Faria 
won the third heat. 

Up came the Juniors. Rod Spencer 


won the first one with Rod Sexton 
close behind. The rider who was top 
Novice last year shows every promise of 
being one of the top juniors, as Eddie 
Lawson shot off the line to lead Jim 
Allison and Tim McWhorter home. In 
the last heat, Travis Petton led off 
with Craig Armstrong and Shawn 
Leipold swapping places. Petton kept 
the lead, but Armstrong took a hard 
fall in turn four that left him in the 
middle of the track staring straight 
ahead. 

In the first Expert heat it was John 
Allison out front while Bob Sanders 
defended his second place from the 
onslaughts of Walt Foster, with Foster 
finally winning. Things got a bit wild 
in the next heat. Rob Morrison came 
charging off the line, hooked up with 
Mike Myers, who was minding his own 
business, and crashed them both onto 
the haybales. Rich Warren also got 
entangled and the red flag quickly 
came out. On the restart, Steve 
Eklund got the lead while Dan 
McWhorter stayed ahead of Steve 
Fortune and Myers. 

The Novice semi went off without 
much ado; in fact all night along it 
was the Juniors and Experts doing the 
entertaining things. Mike Minnig won 
the semi, with the rest stringing along 
behind. 

The Juniors were riotous on the line 
again and the starter had to get firm 
and put one on the back row. One 
reason each Junior was trying so hard 
is that the top three from this series 
will be invited to the San Jose mile. 

Brian Brown took the lead but lost it 
to Jeff Kerr in a wheel to wheel fight. 
Brown then lost second to Gordie 
Kidd, who had worked through the 
pack to take the final transfer spot as 
the flag came down. 

It was an all-Yamaha Trophy 
Dash, with Allison, Steve Eklund, Art 
Fredenburgh and McWhorter coming 
to the line. For a bit it looked like 
Eklund’s race, but Allison got a drive 
going and passed, winning with a time 
just half a second off the lap record. 

Faria got off the line first in the 
Novice Main, followed by Perkins and 
Rainey. Positions were exchanged 
quickly and it was Rainey out front 
with Perkins. second and Faria third. 
Faria tried every line he could to find a 
way around Perkins; who wouldn't 
hear of it and held onto second. 

The Junior Main was a wowser. Rod 
Sexton took the lead and never lost it, 
while Lawson tucked in behind him. 
Kerr and Rod Spencer went at it for a 
while over third place with Spencer the 
victory. Kerr faded and Tim 
McWhorter moved up. As the 
checkered flag came down, Sexton was 
. just barely fending off Lawson. 

Dan McWhorter and Allison came 
flying off the line as the Expert Main 
started, with Allison getting the lead 
over McWhorter, Eklund, Sanders 
and Myers. For a while it was Sanders 
and Myers switching spots before 
Myers got a grip on fourth and 
Sanders was passed by Earl Moural. 

Up front, McWhorter was 
challenging Eklund, and by way of 
response, Eklund started closing on 
Allison. Allison hung it out a bit more, 
getting a little ragged in the south 
turn, where the infamous Ascot hole 
is. Allison came through the last turn 
looking — but not actually — a little 
bit over his head. Eklund was hanging 
on like a terrier but unable to pass. 

(Reporter Maureen Lee commented 
that after all the flap everybody raised 
last year about Ascot not having bike 
races this season, it’s up to everybody 
to support this series . . .

CAMP VIRNER, CA, APR. 3 
Official results aren’t in yet, 
but it looks as if KTM rider John 
Clark may have edged out the 
highly competitive team of John 
Troutt (Hus) and George Hendrix 
(IT400C) by a margin of one second. 
Clark — a dentist who this writer is 
being nice to in the hope that he may 
get a discount on fillings — came in on 
21 seconds at the tie breaker check and 
Hendrix and Troutt hit it at 40 
seconds into their minute. The ideal is 
30 seconds, so the good dentist was 
only nine seconds off; Hendrix and 
Troutt were 10 seconds from the first 
overall trophy. 

The 88-mile course laid out by the 
Richmond Ramblers was an excellent 
combination of dust, damp forest 
trails and one outrageous cylinder- 
head-deep mud hole. The club used 





some trails that hadn't been seen since 


the Fools Gold IV Enduro. The 
combination of fire road and paths 
gave everyone a chance to catch up 
and there were many favorable 
comments from the C riders who have 
been getting the short end of the stick 
since last fall. Brian Peters (Hus) was 
very pleased to finish with a score of 30 
and that hard charger from `the 
Sawmill, Bruce Marhenke (Yam) may 
have taken a fourth in the 250 C class. 
There were a lot of good scores for the 
Experts and a lot of Beginners who 
finished the run; the Richmond 
Ramblers could have pleased more 
riders but were limited to 400 riders by 
the Forest Service. The night before 
the event they began to take a waiting 
list of people who wanted to ride but 
who couldn't find someone to buy an 
entry from. 

There was only one little problem 
on the highly esoteric 
time/speed/distance side of the 
enduro. The club used a 13.33 mph 
speed average in the first half of the 
course so that fourth check (the gas 
stop) may have to be thrown out. 
According to the rulebook that kind of 
speed average is not supposed to be

used. Fortunately there was a proper 
speed average posted at the gas check 
exit to put everything right again so 
that the second half was right on. 
Expert rider Ron Martinez (Hus)

— protested the speed average and the 
matter will be considered by the 
District’s Enduro Steward, Lynn 
Ritner, and the Competition 
Committee on April 6. 

There were some murmurings that 
the second half of the run wasn’t swept 
by the club. We can only hope that 
those two C riders at the end of the 
pack are not still out there between 
check five and six wringing out air 
filters, draining soggy cylinders and 
cursing the Cycle News photographer 
for not telling them which side of 
the mudhole was shallow and which 
was deep. Never the less it was a 
superior enduro. Everyone got their 
money’s worth of competition and a 
good ride. e. 


Lewis is no loser at 
Lodi TT season 
opener

LODI, CA, APR. 3 

Two hundred nineteen scram- 
blers showed up ready to charge 
on Lodi’s newly designed TT 
course. Following practice, a 
beautiful blue groove fashioned 
around a more defined sweeper and a 
less hairpin-ish tree turn promised 
excellent racing. 

Heat racing separated the “ready to 
go faszt today” boys from the rest in 
some strung out events, but main 
event time provided good competition. 
Expert action featured strong rides 
from some who sat out most of the 
rough scrambles season. Diminutive 
Marvin Lewis hooked it up in the 100 
event after an eight-month layoff for a 
win. He was closely challenged for a 
few laps but moved out the latter part 
of the main and won easily while Jeff 
Mason and Tracy Hays argued over 
second with Mason taking it. 

The 80 Expert main time saw Black 
Plate No. One Doug Chandler in his 








usual spot up front with Hays in 
second. The real battle was over third 
where Bill Arbogast and Chris Carr (a 
victim of the penalty line) were 
hassling. Arbogast rode a steady line, 
however, and took the last trophy 
position by half a bike length. 

Black Plate No. Two Steve Brandt, 
recovered from his road race spill at 
Sears Point, shoved his Concord 
Yamaha to the front of the 250 Expert 
pack and moved out for his first win at 
Lodi this season. Burton's Cycle rider 
Robert Stockdale held off challenges 
from Ken Netto and Sal Hoffman to 
reap second place points. Always a 
tough competitor, Stockdale is 
expected to do well in the Expert ranks 
this season as he adapts to the Expert's 
push and shove techniques.

Matt Carothers, noted for his 
bumpy track expertise, slipped out 
front of the 500 Experts for his first 
win at Lodi for several months. 

John Tavis picked up second ahead 
of current Black Plate leader Jeff 
Haney. Tavis returned a few laps later 
to win the Open Expert main over 
Alex Jorgensen, Duane Spence, and 
Rick Otto. Between Spence and Otto 
there must be about 40 years 
experience, but Tavis moved out early 
and never relinquished the lead. 

At 45 years of age, and after a layoff 
for broken bones and bad backs, Black 
Plate No. Nine Daddy Spence climbed 
back to the starting line following his 
main and lined up for the 20 lap King 
of the Hole event. Jorgensen jumped 
out front but Spence tagged on and 
was losing no ground to Jorgensen. 
Jorgy missed a shift going to the tree; 
Spence slipped by and went on to the 
win. Alex re-entered in second but 
could not get back up front. Way back 
in the pack Ken Netto fought off the 
rest for the third payoff spot. °

hot property at the Tulare Fair- 
grounds Saturday night.

In the 125 main, Sullivan 
fired out of the first lap sweeper from 
fifth to third, following leaders Bob 
Merriott (Yam) and Scott Cude 
(Yam).

BLM closes part 
of Cow Mtn. area 


UKIAH, CA, MAR. 25 

The Bureau of Land 
Management is designating a 
portion of the Cow Mountain 
Planning Unit closed to 
motorized travel. The approximately 
21,440 acres in the closure area will be 
available for hiking. horseback riding, 
hunting, and other non-vehicular 
recreation activities. The remaining 
39.000 acres in the unit will continue 
open to vehicle use on existing roads 
and trails. 

The closed area encompasses lands 
north of Mill Creek, Lyon's Valley 
Creek and Scotts Creek; south of 
Highway 20; east of the Ukiah Valley; 
and west of Scott's Valley. The closure 
will take effect April 30, 1977. 

Motorized travel will be prohibited 
in the area except on a nine mile long 
corridor which includes the Mendo 
Rock Road starting from the Mill 
Creck Road and terminating at a 
signed barrier in the north central part 
of the area. The vehicle corridor also 
includes the access roads into Willow 
Creek and Mayacamas recreation 
sites. 

Mel Clausen, Ukiah District 
Manager, said, “The land use plan for 
Cow Mountain was developed after 
considerable study and public input. 
lt will reduce conflicts between off- 
road vehicle use and other existing or 
proposed recreation uses, and will also 
minimize vehicle damage to national 
resource lands.” 

The southern part of the Cow 
Mountain unit, often known as the 
Red Mountain Area, is currently a 
popular ORV area. Clausen added, 
"An ORV management plan will be 
completed to define guidelines to be 
followed in managing the ORV riding 
area." e

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Senator Jake Garn (Utah): 


(To President Carter) “It appears to 
me that unilateral action by Executive 
Order can only offend legitimate 
interests, and result in widespread 
opposition to the action,” 


Senator John Melcher (Montana); 


“Beating a mule with a two-by-four 
will get his attention if not his trust. 
The Public Land Policy Act (Public 
Law 94-579) provides for orderly 
processing of classifications, 
segregations and withdrawals, I 
vehemently urge orderly processing in 
accord with that law as Congress 
directed instead of the big stick 
approach which is of questionable 
legality as well as questionable 
strategy. Citizens should not be thrown 
off the lands completely first and 
listened to later. The public lands 
have come through a couple of 
centuries of general use and will 
survive another six months while an 
orderly review of acceptable uses of 
specific areas are made." 


Senator Clifford Hansen 
(Wyoming): 


“I have a copy of this proposal, and 
I think- it's a classic case of overkill 
which could have dire consequences in 
Wyoming and the West. A total ban 
applying to all public lands would 
cause tremendous economic hardship 
to a large segment of our economy. I 
would hope the present executive 
order regulating off-road vehicles 
could be left intact and that existing 
regulations and laws could be 
implemented." 


Senator Paul Laxalt (Nevada): 


“This radical action is a tremendous 
overkill affecting all public lands, even 
where no problems exist. This 
unilateral action to ban off-road 
vehicles from public lands is in 
violation of Congressional intent as 
expressed in Section 309(e) of Public 
Law 94-579, the Federal Land Policy 
and Management Act of 1976. This 
section gives the public the right to 
adequate notice and an opportunity to 
comment upon the formulation of 
standards and criteria for, and to 
participate in, the preparation and 
execution of plans and programs for, 
and management of, the public lands. 
The Executive Order would be 
unworkable to begin with, 
unenforceable, and create chaotic 
conditions I don't even think the 
Administration can imagine. We 
Nevadans have about reached our 
threshold of patience and I hope the 
Administration comes to its senses." 


Senator Paul Laxalt for himself, 
Senator Garn (Utah), Senator 
McClure (Idaho), and Senator 
Melcher (Montana): 


“Mr. President (of the Senate), I am 
introducing legislation (S. 1203) 
designed to improve congressional 
oversight over the Federal agencies 
charged with the management of 
public lands and to restrain such 
agencies from prescribing regulations 
which are inconsistent with 
congressional intent.” 


Interior Secretary Cecil D. Andrus: 

“We will continue to exercise our 
present authority to close some public 
lands to use by off-road vehicles — 
where they are causing harm to soil, 
terrain, wildlife resources and other 
public values. This should not be 
construed as banning off-road vehicles 
from all public lands. Public lands are 
federally owned and managed for the 
benefit of the people, and although all 
lands cannot be used for all purposes, 
we recognize recreational vehicle travel 
has a legitimate use." °

fuel tank capacity. The 60-- mile 
loops had a lot of riders running out of 
gas. 

The speed averages were attainable 
— and if riders could read their 
watches in the rain, the checks were 
possible to zero. A couple seemed to 
have the clocks off a minute but the 
riders didn't care too much. 

The check crews, many of whom 
had been camped for days, were also 
wet and cold but were sticking it out. 
There were many checks for such a 
long run. The Los Ancianos rounded 
up a large group of people to help run 
the race and they all did an excellent 
job. 

At the lunch stop, most riders were 
soaked and miserably cold. Two 
blazing fires were available to dry and 
thaw out. Many riders gave up at this 
point, not wanting to venture back out 
into the cold rain. But for the hardy 
souls who decided to go on, the rain 
eventually quit and they actually 
started having fun. 

The course was outstanding, most of 
it in mountains similar to the area 
around Big Bear, California. High 
mountain meadows with unbelievable 
sandwashes, windy, wet sand fireroads 
which provided some “roosting” fun, 
and trails into the dark woods 
reminiscent of Eastern woods enduros 
with riders picking their way over logs. 
Incredible. This is Baja, land of 
desert, cactus and rocks? The riders 
were really digging it. 

The highlight of the enduro was a 
12 mph section that started in a 
beautiful canyon, wound down 
through trees, down into a creek bed, 
up into hills until, finally, a 
breathtaking view of the valley below 
presented itself before the trail 
dropped down an off-camber downhill 


to the floor of the valley. Fantastic! 


We'd never seen riders more jazzed 
about enjoying themselves than on this 
enduro. 

Finally, it was up on the railroad 
tracks and back into Tecate for the 
finish of a long, hard, wet day. An 
amusing touch by the wives in the 
sponsoring club was a sign posted just 
before a narrow trestle with about a 50 
foot drop on each side and a view 
straight down through the tracks — 
“Draw Bridge.” It was best not to look 
down. 

After the finish, the tired riders had 
to prepare their scoots for another 250 
miles. Would it rain Sunday? Many 








doubted if they could cope with such 
bitter cold again. It hurt so bad when 
some riders’ hands thawed out that 
they — grown men — cried. 


Sunday — ecstasy 


After a fitful night’s sleep, riders 
awoke to a most welcome sight: A 
bright blue morning sky without a 


_cloud in sight. Enthusiasm returned as 


the bikes fired up for the second day's 
ride. The starting rows were 
decimated with very few four-man 
teams still intact. The Sunday course 
led down the railroad tracks again, 
then backwards on Saturday's course 
for awhile. Joey Jackson unfortunately 
crashed on the tracks and suffered a 
broken arm and ribs. The Dempsey 
Brothers, long-time Baja racers, 
stopped to help. Within minutes, an - 
ambulance had Jackson on his way to a 
San Diego hospital Tecate Chief of 
Police Gutierrez escorted the 
ambulance to the border to insure, it 
got across with no delays. 

For the continuing riders, Sunday 
was a magnificent day. The wet 
ground continued to provide excellent 
traction with very little dust on the 
course. Speeds were still brisk and 
some of the better riders still weren't 
down that many points. A very tight 
section at a fast 30 mph average finally 
took points in bunches, with most of 
the riders dropping anywhere fromi 
four to 10 points. Some guy named 
Malcolm Smith dropped one. 
Showoff. Didn't know he was an 
enduro rider. 

The scene at lunch Sunday was 
quite different from Saturday's dry- 
out session. The riders were able to 
enjoy and appreciate the famous Mag 
7 lunch provided by O'Brien and his 
gang. Talk about service — not bad at 
alll 

As the enduro wound its way back to 
Tecate, the entrants hated to see the 
enduro end. They had challenged the 
weather and the terrain and were 
really stoked. The finish was a scene of 
deep satisfaction for the finishers. 

For the riders who DNF'd (did not 
finish) for one reason or another, it 
was time for a quiet promise that next 
year would be different — they wanted 
one of those cherished Tecate finisher 
pins, and a chance to attend a real 
awards banquet to be hosted by the 
club at a later date. 

One rider said "It was the best damn 
ride I've ever ridden.” We agree. 9
